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Popular shortcut may 
be opened once more 


A POPULAR shortcut that has seen 
use for more than half a century 
has been recommended to stay as 
a public right of way, according to 
a draft report from Suffolk County 
Council. 

The recommendation comes af¬ 
ter signs were erected on the path 
last October declaring it private 
property. Following this, a gate was 
erected and the path was open for a 
short period of time at 8.30am and 
5.30pm for commuters and then 
closed the rest of the day. 

But now the route, linking Gold¬ 
en Miller Close with Cemetery Hill, 
has been recommended to be add¬ 
ed as a “restricted byway”, mean¬ 
ing public use of the path on foot, 
bicycle, horseback, or with “non- 
mechanically propelled vehicles” is 
permitted. 

Residents of Studlands who used

the cut-through were not happy 
with the closure - and 33 contacted 
the council to claim it as a public 
right of way. 

The report said: “The land over 
which the claimed route runs is not 
registered with the Land Registry 
and no owner has been identified 
to date. Periods of use range from 
those who have only started using 
the route within the past few years 
through to one user who has used 
the route for 64 years. 

“Use has been shown to include 
many everyday activities including 
being a ‘safe route to school’, ac¬ 
cessing local amenities such as the 
Post Office in Exning and nearby 
pubs, as well as daily dog walking.” 

No decision will be made to se¬ 



cure the footpath as a right of way 
until councillors vote in September. 

A public meeting, attended by 
Cllr Lisa Chambers of Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council and new Studlands town 
councillor David Wright, discussed 
the process for having the path as 
a right of way - but Cllr Chambers 
said no decision has been made. 

She said: “We wanted to be able 
to explain the complicated pro¬ 
cess to residents, how we hoped to 
resolve the issue and how we can 
work together to ensure everyone 
has the access they’re entitled to. 

“It was a really good meeting 
and everyone who attended was 
pleased to understand what was 


happening. I will go to the commit¬ 
tee to represent the views of all resi¬ 
dents and hopefully be able to put 
their views forward.” 

Cllr Wright told the Newmarket 
News : “We are grateful to Cllr Lisa 
Chambers for organising the very 
informative public meeting and 
would welcome a speedy resolu¬ 
tion to the matter of Cemetery Lane 
that is fair to all parties. Cllr Michael 
Anderson [councillor for Stud¬ 
lands] and I will be asking the town 
council for mbbish bins and dog 
waste bins to be made available in 
the lane in order that it can contin¬ 
ue to be enjoyed responsibly.” 

Cllr Chambers said evidence of 
the footpath being used over the 
past 20 years was welcome. 

She added: “People can write to 
me or the Suffolk County Council 
Rights ofWay team.”

Terror threat closes 
US base for July 4

CELEBRATIONS for Ameri¬ 
can Independence Day at 
US Air Force bases were 
cancelled on Saturday after 
“local threat assessments” 
for terrorism. 

RAF Mildenhall and RAF 
Lakenheath announced that 
“with a heavy heart” cele¬ 
brations had to be cancelled 
at RAF Feltwell. 

Plans for a preview party 
on Friday and a main event 
on Saturday were both can¬ 
celled. 

Col. David Eaglin, 48th 
Fighter Wing vice com¬ 
mander, said: “While we 


were certainly looking for¬ 
ward to this year’s celebra¬ 
tion and hosting the US and 
UK communities at RAF 
Feltwell, we have to put pub¬ 
lic safety first and foremost. 

“We apologise for any in¬ 
convenience this cancella¬ 
tion has caused, and we will 
continue to work with our 
UK counterparts - both mil¬ 
itary and civillian, to make 
sure we keep our Airmen 
and the local communities 
safe.” 

The event was due to be 
hosted by US crews based 
at RAF Mildenhall and RAF 
Lakenheath. 

In a statement on their Fa- 
cebook page, a spokesper¬ 
son added: “The decision 
was made due to the most 
current, local threat assess¬ 


ments. We make every effort 
to ensure the safety of our 
airmen, their families and 
our UK partners and must 
make difficult decisions like 
this when lives are on the 
line.” 

RAF Lakenheath said that 
the cancellation was not 
a “victory” for any kind of 
terrorism. Col Robert Novo¬ 
tny, commander of the 48th 
Fighter Wing, said on its Fa- 
cebook page: “We cancelled 
our picnic - we haven’t can¬ 
celled a single combat sor¬ 
tie. 

“We haven’t taken our foot 
off the throat of the enemy - 
none of that has changed. 

“So if the terrorists consid¬ 
er us cancelling a picnic as a 
victory, I think they should 
readdress their calculus.”

TEMPORARY lines limiting 
parking for road users on 
Snailwell Road could be made 
permanent under new plans 
by the county council. 

A consultation is being 
prepared by Suffolk County 
Council to introduce per¬ 
manent double yellow lines 
on the road, which residents 
have said is currently too nar¬ 
row for parking when it is be¬ 
ing used by drivers. 

Previously, residents of 
Snailwell Road said that the 
new horsewalk there had 
been “built twice as wide as 
it should have been”, making 
the road “narrow and danger¬ 
ous”. 

The county council then 
responded to concerns by 
installing yellow lines on the 
road “under an emergency 
order”. 

Now, they are hoping to 
make the lines permanent, 
along with ‘H bar’ markings 
which were introduced in 
March 2015. 

Cllr Andrew Appleby, who 
lives in nearby St Albans, said: 


“There are various problems. 

“If you’re driving a 10-metre 
horsebox and turning left it’s 
extremely difficult. 

“Part of the problem is the 
curb at the junction and the 
width of the highway com¬ 
pared to the width of the road 
- if there is a transit coming 
the other way one has to give 
way. 

“I don’t think it has been 
properly considered - we 
need a proper consultation 
into it.” 

Cllr Neil Vollenhoven said 


that the problems were not 
limited to Snailwell Road, 
and the new traffic lights had 
a knock on effect on the busy 
Fordham Road also. 

Before anything happens 
with the road, a consultation 
will be held for local residents. 
It is not yet known how wide 
of an area the consultation 
will cover.

Working to 
improve area 

THANKFULLY the owner of 
Queensbury Lodge seems to share 
our love for Newmarket and now 
wants to work with us to achieve 
what is best for the town. 

In recent weeks he has agreed to 
clear the site, which will help in the 
preparation of urgent repairs and a 
development brief, which we are 
confident will be in his best interests 
to deliver. All of this has been 
achieved after the council granted 
authority to seek a CPO. Any council 
seeking any CPO would look to 
negate any potential cost to taxpayers 
should a CPO be required. 


But the positive news is that should 
this spirit of cooperation continue, a 
CPO - which is really our safeguard 
to ensure the site doesn't remain in 
decay - will not actually be required. 

Queensbury Lodge has a long 
planning history. Sadly none of the 
applications to date have been sound 
which is why they haven't been won 
on appeal. But dwelling on the past 
will get us nowhere. 

Forest Heath is working towards 
a revival in Newmarket, towards 
increasing the number of people 
coming here, making the town centre 
- not just racecourses - a destination 
and a jewel in the crown of Suffolk. 

Frankly, Queensbury Lodge has 
been letting the side down. Our 
whole ambition, our Newmarket 
Vision, the revival of the High Street 


will be seriously undermined if this 
key site is left to continue to decline. 

Everyone is in agreement this is not 
a good look for the town. We have 
said all along we wanted to achieve 
this with the owner's full cooperation, 
so that he can submit an application 
that celebrates the site's history as 
part of Newmarket's racing heritage, 
while bringing it into economic use. 

We haven't said it needs to be 
a training yard. We have said that 
it needs to retain a connection to 
the racing industry, and that listed 
buildings must be preserved. 

We are in this to ensure 
Queensbury Lodge comes back into 
economic use, adds to the street 
scene, adds to our ambition for 
the town, and adds to a growing 
sense of pride in Newmarket. It is in 


everybody's interest that we do so.

GET READY FOR LARK IN THE PARK 

Councillors have been working 
overtime to' prepare once again for 
the very popular "Lark In The Park" 
this Saturday. 

Kicking off events at 11 am, it is 
anticipated that there will quite 
literally be "something for everyone 
to do" on the day, even though one 
of the very popular events, cray¬ 
fishing from the banks of the River 
Lark, is being replaced this year by 
duck racing (but no live ducks!). 

The absence is due to an important 
feature - namely an absence of 
crayfish, which in the past have 
caused untold damage to the banks 
of the local river. 

Once again, the fine Craft Fayre 
will be operating in the Jubilee 
Centre. There will be a range of 
entertainment and activities on the 
field, one - perhaps a little more 
serious - being the monthly session 


of "Meet Your Councillor", when 
members of council will be on duty in 
the marquee to speak with members 
of the public from 11 am onwards. 

During the day, the Suffolk 
Constabulary will have a visible 
presence, while St. John's Ambulance 
service will be there through the 
opening hours. With the whole 
event free to the public, many of the 
regular supporters will be there such 
as the museum, town twinning, Royal 
British Legion, flying club and cycling 
club, Wigwam, music workshops, 
climbing wall, vintage vehicles and 
lots, lots more! All we want now is 
good weather and many hundreds of 
people attending. 

CONCERT TO BE RESCHEDULED 

With major work shortly to begin 
on the Bill Abbs hall of the Jubilee 
Centre and other areas of the parish 
council buildings, the decision has 
been made to postpone the annual 
Band Concert given by the musicians 
of RAF Honington, which was 
scheduled for October 1 7. 


On an earlier occasion, the concert 
was moved to the following February 
- thus attempts are being made to do 
likewise, with a potential date at the 
end of that month in 2016. 

SUPPORT FOR RESPONDERS 
Having learned that the Mildenhall 
First Responder group leader, based 
in Wamil Way, has attended more 
than 1,000 calls since the group 
was first founded, Mildenhall parish 
councillors have shown their support 
for the first responders with a grant to 
the group of £250. 

NEW COUNCILLORS 
With vacancies occurring in the 
two town wards (Great Heath and 
Market), the 13 elected Mildenhall 
parish councillors had the difficult 
task of selecting two people by 
co-option from a field of six who, 
in writing and then by giving a short 
address about themselves and their 
ideas for the future of the council, 
provided suitable information for 
those casting their votes. In this 
instance, all six candidates remaining, 


one having withdrawn rather late 
in the process, offered themselves 
for either ward, with a suitable spot 
on the agenda to allow the sitting 
members the opportunity to consider 
on whom the choices should fall. 

Council chairman Brian Sulman, 
in explaining the procedures to be 
adopted, had enough office council 
staff available for the secret ballot 
and, if necessary, for a second or 
even third vote if a clear winner did 
not emerge on the first ballot. 

As it happens, the process was over 
rather more speedily than had been 
anticipated, with the Great Heath 
winner, Grace Bristow, immediately 
having a clear overall majority; and 
then five minutes later, Sue Syvret 
gaining a similar success for the 
Market Ward vacancy. 

This brings the number of women 
members on the council to six, 
believed to be the highest number 
at any one time in all the 124 years 
since Mildenhall Parish Council's 
founding in 1891.

Fire service told 
‘expect f lm cuts’

RESIDENTS are being asked 
where the axe should fall if 
the county’s fire service has its 
funding slashed by £1 million. 

Suffolk’s Fire and Rescue 
Service may need to make 
savings in excess of £1 million 
over tide next two years. 

The service has launched 
a pre-consultation, run¬ 
ning until July 24, in order 
for members of the public to 
share their thoughts on how 
they can keep a good service 
on a reduced budget, what 
they value about the service 
currently, and what aspects 
should be preserved of the 
service. 

Currently, a 24-hour, 365- 
days-a-year service is offered, 
employing 701 people made 
up of 208 full time firefighters, 
435 on call firefighters and 58 
staff in non-operational sup¬ 
port roles. 

The Suffolk service also has 
26 community fire volunteers. 

Improvements and effi¬ 
ciency measures have already

been put in place in re¬ 
cent years including a 
shared 999 fire con¬ 
trol partnership 
with the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire 
Service, removal 
of senior officer 
and support staff 
posts, changes to 
crewing arrangements, 
and collaboration and shar¬ 
ing with other blue light ser¬ 
vices. 


Councillor Matthew Hicks, 
cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment and public protec¬ 
tion, said: “Given the future fi¬ 
nancial constraints across the 
public sector, we need to start 
making plans now to ensure 
that we continue to deliver an 
effective fire and rescue ser¬ 
vice. 

“I am very clear about the 
high regard with which the 
fire service and firefighters are 
held. For this reason I want 
to engage local communities 
and others in this pre-consul¬ 
tation to help develop ideas 
and options before we finalise 
detailed proposals for change, 
which we will test through 
public consultation 
later in the year.”

Open your heart to art 


W HILE the subject matter 
of Paul's oil paintings 
may be nothing new to 
the art world - there's flowers, 
pretty landscapes and beach huts 
in the mix - there is something 
bold and inventive about them. 

"I chose to work with oils and 
canvas because that's what 'real' 
painters use. Oils can be quite 
difficult in many ways - they're 
incredibly messy, take a long 
time to dry and a little oil paint 
goes a long way with kids around 
- but I've stuck with them," says 
the part-time artist, who is a 
full-time engineer working with 
gravity instrumentation and data 
for ARKeX in Cambridge. 

"I came to painting from an 
interest in photography and 
some people have said my 
composition is photographic.

painting. He bought the materials 
and "let rip with a palette knife", 
soon filling every wall space and 
shelf available at his Swaffham 
Prior home before taking part in 
his first Open Studios in 2008. 

"This will be my eighth 
consecutive year," Paul says. 
"There's quite a lot of new 
work to see including my cave 
painting-inspired pictures. I 
was watching an animated film 
with my kids that showed cave 
paintings and I wondered what 
it would be like to paint in that 
style. I dug up some images on 
Google, had a go and really 
enjoyed doing it." 

The abstracts are colourful 
and confident with vivid textures 
capturing movement and shape; 
impasto (the technique where 
paint is laid on thickly enough for 


brush or painting knife strokes 
to be visible) makes it appear 
as if the painted figures are 
coming out of the canvas. "All 
my pictures are painted with a 
palette knife which allows me to 
get a good sense of movement." 

Working from the former 
stable block in his back garden, 
Paul rests his painting in autumn 
as the chill fills his studio - "I 
hate painting in the cold" - but 
loves the summer months: 

"This time of year is brilliant. 

All my paintings are drying in 
the greenhouse and the smell is 
wonderful."

A ONE stop hub for com¬ 
munity services, emergency 
services, councils and local 
groups will be going out for 
consultation next month. 

Mildenhall Hub, an¬ 
nounced last year, is set to 
bring council officers, the po¬ 
lice, Mildenhall College Acad¬ 
emy, health, leisure facilities 
including a new swimming 
pool, the Citizen’s Advice Bu¬ 
reau and many other services 
together on one site in Shel- 
drickWay. 

The initiative was launched 
after Forest Heath District 
Council identified the high 
cost of replacement or repair 
of current rundown buildings 
in the area. 

Running costs and main¬ 
tenance of current council, 
police and education build¬ 
ings is expected to be as high 
as £50 million in the next 25 
years, before they will eventu¬ 
ally need replacing. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “This is a visionary con¬ 
cept, not just for Forest Heath

or East Anglia, but for the 
whole of the UK, an exciting 
and ambitious project that 
will bring schools, council 
and other services on one site 
to make every penny count 
and secure the long term fu¬ 
ture of services for the people 
of Mildenhall and the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

Although first expected to 
cost up to £59 million, a re¬ 
port to the council next week 
is expected to say that the 
cost will be a maximum of £16 
million, which will be paid for 
through money already set 
aside to replace or maintain 
buildings, the sale of vacated 
sites, as well as borrowing 
from the savings that the hub 
will release. 

They will also be looking 
to obtain developer contri¬ 
butions and grants from na¬ 
tional bodies to help with the 
building. 


Funding has already been 
received from the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and 
Focal Government, and the 
hub scheme has been adopt¬ 
ed by the Government as part 
of its One Public Estate pro¬ 
gramme. 

A preferred option for the 
hub has been identified as 
SheldrickWay, where one part 
of Mildenhall College Acade¬ 
my is already located. 

The initiative has also been 
supported by West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

He said: “I strongly support 
this groundbreaking project 
which will bring together lo¬ 
cal public services in and 
around Mildenhall through 
the creation of a unique hub. 

“The hub will provide a sin¬ 
gle site for education, health, 
leisure, council, DWP, volun¬ 
tary sector, emergency servic¬ 
es and enterprise space and 
in doing so will cut costs.” 

A report will go in front of 
FHDC cabinet next week.

Cathyrn leads the way with top award 


A DOCTOR based in Newmarket has won an 
international award for her work in “trans¬ 
forming the lives” of dogs. 

Dr Cathryn Mellersh, who works at the Ani¬ 
mal Health Trust near Newmarket, won an 
award for her canine genetics research, im¬ 
proving understanding of inherited diseases 
in dogs. 

She won the International Award at the larg¬ 
est and most prestigious veterinary awards in 
Europe, run by the Kennel Club, which high¬ 
light the people who go “one step further to 
promote the health and wellbeing of dogs”. 

Dr Mellersh has also helped with the devel¬ 
opment of DNA tests for the canines and her 
work will help to prevent the spread of disease 
mutations to future generations. 

Her team helped to identify 18 genetic mu¬ 
tations responsible for inherited diseases, 
which led to development of DNA tests for 32 
different breeds and had helped more than 
68,000 dogs from 50 countries. 


Dr Mellersh said: “I have been a dog lover 
all of my life, continually fascinated by the 
unique relationship dogs have with humans, 
and have always believed that we have a re¬ 
sponsibility towards this species that we have 
shaped to fit our lives. 

“Receiving this award is a real honour and I 
feel privileged to have built a career combin¬ 
ing both my love of dogs and genetics. 

“My research has helped to prevent inherit¬ 
ed disorders in purebred dogs, but it may also 
help us understand inherited diseases in all 
dogs, and maybe humans too in the future.” 

The DNA tests created so far have been for 
eye diseases including glaucoma and cata¬ 
racts, as well as neurological disorders includ¬ 
ing ataxia and sensory neuropathy. 

Much of the research has been funded by 
the Kennel Club Charitable Trust as well as 
funding bodies, breed clubs and individuals. 

Dr Mellersh added: “I’m very proud of my 
team at the Animal Health Trust.”

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THERE can be few more contented 
men in racing at this moment in 
time than John Gosden. 

The Clarehaven handler is enjoying 
another outstanding year, thanks in 
no small part to the form of stellar 
three-year-olds Golden Horn and 
Jack Hobbs. 

In total, Gosden’s string have 
netted more than £3million in prize 
money in the UK so far in 2015, 
putting him top of the flat 
Champion Trainer standings. 

But at the start of the season, 
several pundits expected it to be 
a difficult one for the 64-year-old 
following the retirement of Kingman, 
Taghrooda and The Fugue, plus 
retained rider William Buick’s 
decision to switch to Godolphin. 

The naysayers have been 
somewhat silenced though. 

Renewing his old partnership 
with Frankie Dettori has reaped 
the benefits for both, with the 
jockey enjoying something of a 
renaissance after riding Golden 
Horn to victory in the Investec Derby 
and the Coral-Eclipse Stakes. 

Jack Hobbs was second to his 
stablemate in the Dante Stakes at 
York and Epsom before triumphing 
in the Dubai Duty Free Irish Derby 
at the Curragh last month, and 
Gosden is determined to savour the 
success while he can. 

“You’re lucky if you have two years 
running in a stable like ours where 
you get horses of that quality. Next 
year could be a quiet year - that’s 
just the way it goes,” said Gosden. 

“To get three-year-olds like 
Kingman, Taghrooda, Jack Hobbs, 
Star Of Seville and Golden Horn two 
seasons running, for us, is pretty 
well unheard of. 

“We get some very nice horses 
from various owners, but it’s more 
to do with good fortune and we 
enjoy it while it lasts.” 

Despite owner Anthony Oppen- 
heimer stating Golden Horn could 
be retired after this year in the wake 
of his Coral-Eclipse triumph at 
Sandown, Gosden was not being 
drawn into what the future holds 
for the colt at Monday’s pre-July 


Festival press conference on the 
Warren Hill gallops. 

One horse he does have definite 
plans for is Mr Singh, who is set for 
the last of the year’s Classics, the St 
Leger Stakes, if he performs well in 
Thursday’s Bahrain Trophy. 

The first day of the festival on 
Newmarket’s July Course will be a 
busy one for Gosden, with three 
possible entries in Romsdal, Eagle 
Top and Mahsoob for the Group 
Two Princess Of Wales’s Arqana 
Racing Club Stakes, and the latter 
likely to stand his ground. 

“I think unless we get anything 
significant on the rain front, Romsdal 
is slightly unlikely,” said Gosden. 

“My feeling is Eagle Top would 
be just as happy going to the King 
George, whereas Mahsoob is a very 
robust horse and he does take a lot 
of work. 

“He could probably do with some 
more experience of racing, so in a 
sense he’s the much more likely one 


to run because I think the race fits 
well for him.” 

Elsewhere, Keble and Johnny 
Barnes currently hold entries for 
the Unibet Handicap and Hast¬ 
ings Direct Sir Henry Cecil Stakes 
respectively. 

Shalaa is set for the Arqana July 
Stakes as well, having won on the 
Rowley Mile in May after finishing 
last on his first outing at Newbury 
earlier that month. 

“He found the pace of the novice 
race a little bit beyond him and I don’t 
blame him,” said Gosden. “It was a 
bit quicker than he was used to going 
and he was completely confused. 

“He certainly won his maiden well 
and Hughesy (Richard Hughes), who 
I will miss greatly as a jockey because 
he’s such a brilliant tactician and has 
a great feel for horses, said it was a 
very quick, good maiden - the best 
maiden he had ridden in before As¬ 
cot.” 

Friday sees Von Blucher and City 


Of Ideas, both owned by Gosden’s 
wife, Rachel Hood, running in the 
Weatherbys EBF Stallions Maiden 
Stakes. 

And while Gosden does not 
have a runner in Saturday’s July 
Cup, he will remain an interested 
spectator for what he regards as the 
best sprint of the year. 

Few would bet against his strong 
season to continue on home turf, 
although Gosden is still planning to 
take horses to Ireland and France this 
year rather than keep them on these 
shores in an effort to beat Richard 
Hannon to the Champion Trainer 
title. 

“I’m clear on those things; it’s fun, 
but if you’ve got to run abroad then 
you go abroad,” said Gosden. 

“If it comes our way, it comes our 
way and if it doesn’t, it doesn’t, and I 
always take that view. 

“But I do enjoy bantering with 
Richard about it and we have a lot of 
fun.”

Trainer Roger Varian was forced 
to rule out the first half of the 
campaign after last year's St Leger 
hero suffered injury in the spring, 
but he had hoped to see him 
return this autumn before his latest 
issue. 

The Newmarket trainer said: 
“Unfortunately Kingston Hill has 
suffered a fresh training setback. 

He has sustained a soft tissue 
injury to his left fore. 

“He will again require a period 
of rest before he is able to resume 
training. 

"Sadly, given the time of year 
this fresh setback will cast a doubt 
over whether he will be able to 
race this season." 

As well as claiming Classic glory 
at Doncaster last September, 
Kingston Hill chased home 
Australia in the Derby at Epsom 
and finished fourth in the Prix 
de I'Arc de Triomphe during an 
excellent three-year-old season. 

■ Luca Cumani has yet to decide 
whether to run Ajman Bridge, 
Mount Logan or possibly both in 
Saturday's 56th John Smith's Cup 
at York. 

Cumani has yet to win the 
historic handicap, although 
Knockando was first past the post 
in 1987 before being disqualified 
and placed third. 

Ajman Bridge was a close 
second to Arab Dawn in the 
Duke of Edinburgh at Royal Ascot 
while Mount Logan was a fast¬ 
finishing fourth to Mahsoob in the 
Wolferton Handicap at the same 
meeting. 

“We have yet to finalise plans and 
at this stage both could run or we 
may just run one," said Cumani. 

"Both horses ran excellent races 
at Royal Ascot and seem in very 
good form at home. 

"It may be that they both are 
better over a mile-and-a-half but 
10 furlongs in such a competitive 
race where there is a good pace 
should be fine for them. 

"They have good form and 
would both go there with a chance. 

"It would be a great race to win 
- many moons ago I won the race 
but was disqualified. It would be 
very nice to win it."
